Claims 1-6 and 8-10 stand rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Musil 
et al, for reasons of record as set forth in the two previous Office Actions. 

At page 5 of the amendment filed 7 July 2010, Applicants argue that more ligands are 
present at a higher density in the claimed invention than in that of Musil et al. However, the 
cited reasoning for this is unclear, appearing to rely on a distinction based on the presence of 
ligands externally and internally. However, in this regard, it is not clear what the distinction is, 
as both the claimed invention and that of Musil et al. have internal and external ligands. 

Applicants then argue that the claimed invention uses pore sizes which exclude plasmid 
but permit RNA. However, at the paragraph bridging pages 6 and 7 of Musil et al., it is 
constructively taught that anion exchange chromatography and size exclusion chromatography 
may be used in combination in the disclosed invention. As such, this aspect of the claimed 
invention was anticipated by Musil et al., as well.
